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Lisbon, May 25. 


HE 8th of May, the fame Day Valenza 
d’ Alcantara was taken, the Conde das 
Galveas fent hither his Son Don Pedro de 
Mello de Caftro, Lieutenant General of 
the Horfe, to give his Majefty an Ac- 
count of the taking of that Place: He arriv’d at 
Court on the roth; and his Majefty immediately 
gave Order to the Archbifhop of Lisbon, and the 
Bithop chief Chaplain of his Council of State, to 
caufe Thanks to be retugn’d for this Succefs to God 
the Giver of Victory, In all the Churches of this 
City: His Majefty likewife order’d publick Rejoy- 
cings to be made: Alfo in Confideration of the good 
Service done by the Conde das Galveas, and in Re- 
compence of the Fatigue undergone by Don Pedro 
de Mello de Caftro in coming Poft with this News 
his Majefty has honour'd him with the Title 
of Count. 

Afrer the Marquis das Minas had taken Salvaterra, 
he had Intelligence, that in Sarca ( which is one of 
the wealthieft and moft populous Towns of that part 
of the Country) the Regiment of French of Sillery 
was quarter’d ; and that a confiderable number of 
the Inhabitants were appointed to affift them to de- 
fend that place ; whereupon he march’d thither with 
all the Horfe, and 5 Tercias of Foot ; but the French 
and arm’d Inhabitants of Sarca, being inform’d by a 
Party they fent our for Intelligence, that the Mar- 

uis Was advancing to artack them, they abandon’d 
the place with Precipitation, and by the help of fome 
Boats retir’d over the River Alegao. The Marquis 
gave the Pillage of the Town (which was very con- 
fiderable ) to his Soldiers; and permitted a great 
number of Portugueze Peafants who enter'd with 
the Troops, to plunder with them, to make them- 
felves fome amends for the great Damage they had 
fuffer'd from thofe of Sarca the laft Campaign. After 
whieh he caus’d the Honfes to be burnt, and the 
Walls of the Town to be demolifh’d. 

In Sarca were found 3 Pieces of Cannon mount- 
ed, one of Brafs a twelve Pounder, and 2 very good 
ones of Iron; 180 Baggage Waggons, all with the 
Arms of the Duke of Anjou upon them, bur without 
Wheels, the French having broken them that they 
might not be ufeful to us. 

we The Portuguefe Paper of which this # a Tranfla- 
tion, refers to an Account given by the fame Hand of 
the Manner of taking Salvaterra, and to that Account 
(which by Accident is not yet come to our Hands ) adds 
the following Paragraphs. 

The Spanifh Garrifon of Salvaterra was command- 
ed by Don Antonio Lopez Galhardo, the Number 
of Prifoners taken in that Place was 363 ; of which 
48 are Officers, and among them are 2 Majors, viz. 
Don Jofeph Gomes Belvadro, and Don Pedro Quin- 
tanilha ; one Lieutenant Collonel nam’d Don Joaon 
Agriano ; and 6 Captains : The reft are Lieutenants, 
Enfigns, and Sesjeants. 

In the faid Place were found above 13000 Buthels 
of Barley ; and great ftore of Meal and Bifcuit. From 
which great Quantity of Provifions, and. the Num- 
ber of Waggons taken ia Sarca, we conjecture that _ 
the Enemy intended to make an Irruption fome 
where in thofe Parts, with a confiderable Force. On 
which Confideration this Succefs of the Army of 


Beira, is the more important.” 


~ In the Approaches before Salvaterra, we loft in 


the Attack of the Covert-Way 32 Soldiers kill'd, 
and had 46 wounded, fome by Bullets others by 
Stones ; 3 Captains of Foot were wounded, and one 
of the Tercia of Don Joaon Manoel mortally. Of 
the Spaniards that defended the Place, bur few were 


kill’'d; and the Number oftheir wouned did not ex- 
ceed 20. 


* Lisbon, May 25. Letters from the Cam 
: before Albuquerque dated the 20th Inftant, 
: inform us, that a fufficient Breach bein 
: made in the Place that day, and alfo 2 
; Mines being carried on to the Wall, it was 
: intended to ftorm it the next ; but before 
: Noon the Befieged hung out feveral Flags 
; and beat a Parley, and at 7 a Clock at Night 
a the Articles of Capitulation were fign'd, pur- 
: fuant to which the Garrifon was to march 
” out with all the Marks of Honour aud one

* 22d to Merida. The Allies had not above 
* Sixty Men kill'd or wounded in this Siege. 
* One of thefe Letters adds, That the Spanifh 
* and French Army commanded by the Mar- 
* fhal de Theffe (according to the beft Ac- 
* counts) did not confift of more than 7000 
* Foot and 3 or 4000 Horfe, and lay en- 
* camp'd in the neighbourhood of Alcantara; 
* not daring to advance againit che Allies, 
‘ becaufe extremely inferior to them in Foot. 
* And that the Generals of the Army of the 
€ Allies wouldin all probabilicy be induc’d to 
Badajox, by thefe following Confidera- 
* tions, viz. that they may be furnifh’d with 
* Artillery, and Stores of Ammunition, and 
© Provifions from Elvas, Olivenza, and Cam- 
* po Mayor, thofe wag 3 Frontier Towns 
* of Portugal, fituate about 3 Leagues from 
* Badajox ; and thatif the Place fall into their 
§ Hands, (of which there is little Caufe to 
* Doubt,) they willhavea large Country from
